THE INCREAS E OF TAXES . 


It is unpleasant to find that any wo rk o f a 
Republican legislatu re calls fo r explanatio ns 
and apo lo gies. 
And yet a state tax o f $12,- 
600,000 is so unusual and such a rem inder o f 
the ways o f Demo crats in the tim es when 
they held sway, that sev eral newspapers hav e 
u ndertaken an explanatio n. 
The Allwny 
Jo u rn a l 
tackled the task Thu rsday afterno o n, 
a few ho urs befo re the m embers had de­ 
parted. 
It fo und that o f the increase o v er 
last year o f $8,469.751.47, abo u t $2,025,000 
co uld be ho nestly acco unted fo r, the rem ain­ 
ing $1,500,000 “ is no t to be explained so 
readily.” 
It says “ there has been alto gether 
a general inclinatio n to allo w slight increases 
here and there alo ng the line!" T his explana­ 
tio n was made o n Thursday. 
Y esterday, 
when the members hail all left to wn, the 
Jo u rn a l 
o pened mo re sav agely, in an article 
headed “ legislativ e C o rru ptio n.” 
In this it 
charges that “ the buying and selling o f m en” 
has 
been 
carried 
o n 
at 
a 
terrible 
rate, and 
that 
this 
ev il 
is 
increasing 
yearly. 
“ It 
has 
been 
asserted,” 
re­ 
m arks 
the Jo u rn a l, 
“ that Assemblymen 
co uld be had fo r the asking at $200 o r less, 
and ev en 
so me Senato rs requ ired but a 
slightly higher figure.” 
And it is info rm ed 
that “ these assertio ns can be co rro bo rated by 
the mo st inco ntro v ertible ev idence.” 
The 
Jo u rn a l 
is v ery sev ere in its characterizatio n 
o f these perfo rmances. 
It speaks o f the “ de­ 
generatio n o f public m o rals,” o f the state o f 
New Yo rk as the mo st debauched am o ng the 
states in its mo ral sense, and declares that 
“ A lbany to o , suffering fro m a ho rde 
o f 
thiev es in its city adm inistratio n, is co mpelled 
to bear the o dium o f a disgusting Legisla­ 
tu re.” 
W e tu rn fro m this fearful arraignm ent, by 
a paper published o n the gro u nd w ith the ex­ 
pectatio n o f facing next winter so me o f the 
members who m it deno unces, to the m ilder 
strictu res o f the New Yo rk Trib u n e. 
T hat 
paper tries to thro w so me o f the blam e upo n 
the Legislature o f 1888 and Go v . Hill. 
W e 
learn that that 
Legislature 
had a 
bal­ 
ance 
o f 
$890,000 in 
the 
T reasu ry to 
draw 
upo n, 
that 
it 
tried 
to 
m ake a reco rd fo r eco no my o n acco u nt o f the 
appro aching Presidential electio n, and fo r 
this reaso n av o ided so me expenditu res that 
were necessary, and that Go v . H ill, anxio us 
also to m ake a go o d reco rd, cut o u t so me o f 
these eco no mical appro priatio ns. 
One o f the 
im po rtant items was the state priso n appro ­ 
priatio n o f $1,200,000, which was withheld 
last year and had to be allo wed this year. 
It 
recalls the fact that in 1882 the state taxes 
u nder Go v . Co rnell am o unted to $0,820,122, 
and th at the next year under Go v . Clev eland 
they ju m ped up to $9,304.836, and rem arks 
that “ it seems to 1« : the fate o f an eco no m­ 
ical Legislature to be succeeded by an extrav ­ 
agant o ne.” 
But this is assum ing that w hat 
was extrav agance in 1883 was eco no my in 
1888, fo r the taxes in the latter year were 
$9,089,304. o r within a few tho usand do llars 
o f 1883. 
The eco no my that keeps o n raising 
the state taxes mo re rapidly than the co rpo ­ 
ratio n and o ther special taxes are increased> 
will hav e to make a letter explanatio n than 
this to the hard-headed farm ers who pay the 
bills and do the v o ting. 
The S u n ’s 
co rrespo ndent, who was o nce 
arraigned fo r telling to o much tru th and then 
dro pped by his to rmento rs like a ho t po tato , 
tu rns his calcium light also u po n the m ys­ 
tery. 
He says that many o f the ao pro pria 
tio ns were due to the anxiety o f the A ppro 
priatio ns Co mmittee, headed by Mr. Ains 
w o rth, to secure the ado ptio n o f their w hite­ 
washing repo rt upo n the ceiling inv estiga 
tio n. 
Originally, a m ajo rity o f the mem 
hers fav o red the Fish repo rt, which sev erely 
co ndem ned the co ntracto rs and pro po sed their 
pro secutio n. 
But many Assem blym en, as is 
alw ays the case, were interested in bills th at 
called fo r mo ney, and these men had to go 
befo re Ainsw o rth and ask him to pu t their 
appro priatio ns in his bill. 
In so me cases Mr. 
A insw o rth co nsented; and in o thers he did 
no t. Says the S u n ’s 
co rrespo ndent (and this is 
a v ery grav e accusatio n): “ W hether a m an’s 
appro priatio n went in depended a go o d deal 
u po n w hether he was in fav o r o f v indicating 
Mr. A insw o rth and his fello w members o f 
the Co m m ittee o n A ppro priatio ns.” 
¡The 
fact exists that Mr. Ainsw o rth, Chairm an 
o f 
the 
A ppro priatio ns 
Co mmittee, 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
63 
v o tes 
in fav o r o f his ceiling repo rt, and also the 
o ther fact that the increase o f taxatio n is 
abo ut $3,600,000. 
Is it fair o r o therwise to 
pu t these 
facts 
to gether? 
Perhaps Mr. 
A insw o rth and his co mmittee will be able to 
m ake a satisfacto ry explanatio n. 
T he harshest accusatio n to be bro u ght 
against this Republican Legislatu re is that it 
has acted to o much as Dem o cratic Legisla 
tu res used to act. 
This will fu rnish no ex 
cuse fo r electing Demo crats in place o f Re­ 
publicans, fo r the Demo cratic m ino rity has 
had its fu ll share in the extrav agance, bu t 
m akes 
it 
the du ty 
o f 
Republicans 
to 
elect new members in the place o f tho se who 
are pro v ed to hav e been wasteful o r disho n­ 
est. 
W e expect Go v . Hill to rise to the full 
height o f his o ppo rtunity, and that his v eto es 
o f appro priatio ns will cu t away sev eral h u n ­ 
dred tho usands. 
But this will bring no im ­ 
m ediate relief, liecause the tax rate is fixed 
and m ust be co llected. 
But he can leav e a 
big su rplu s in the treasury, and this will en­ 
able the new Legislature to make taxes v ery 
light next year if an ho nest o ne is elected. 


A MARRIED S CHOOLMA'AM'S FATE. 


T here is a prejudice in many co mmunities, 
w hich so me regard as unjustifiable, against 
the em plo ym ent o f married wo men as teach­ 
ers in the pu blic scho o ls. 
This explains why 
a yo u ng scho o l m a’am always sends in her 
resignatio n a week o r mo nth befo re marriage, 
and w hy also it is generally accepted w itho u t 
pro test, no m atter ho w v aluable her serv ices 
m ay hav e been. 
The yo u ng m an who has 
planned a m arriage, o n the co ntrary, nev er 
thinks o f resigning, neither do es the Bo ard 
o f E du catio n suggest the v acatio n o f his po ­ 
sitio n. 
H e is expected to m ake a better and 
mo re attentiv e teacher in co nsequence, and 
all the mo re v aluable because he has passed 
o u t o f the calculatio ns o f the yo u ng lady p u ­ 
pils. 
B u t 
an 
incident 
o ccurred 
in W ash­ 
ington yesterday which fu rnishes a stro nger 
reason than any yet presented fo r the ex clu­ 
sion of married women fro m schools. 
Mrs. 
Sarah E. Allen bad been kept in her position 
in the J efferson public school notwithstand­ 
ing her marriage to a worthless fellow thir­ 


teen years ago . 
This husband she su ppo rted 
fo r years, bu t o f late his co nduct had be­ 
co me o utrageo usly cruel, and she abando ned 
him. 
Then he was repeatedly sent to the 
wo rkho use fo r v agrancy, but o n co m ing into 
po ssessio n o f a few hu ndred do llars a sho rt 
lime ago he went o n a pro lo nged spree. 
Yesterday afterno o n after Mrs. Allen had 
dismissed the scho o l, and while she was bid­ 
ding the pupils go o d bye, her husband en­ 
tered the ro o m v ery quietly and appro ached 
her desk, taking a rev o lv er fro m his po cket 
in the presence o f the children. 
As they 
sho wed fright lie silenced them by threaten­ 
ing to sho o t. 
The do o med wo man did no t 
see him until he was near eno ugh to thro w 
his arm aro und her neck. 
D raw ing her clo se 
to him , he exclaimed: “ No w I hav e go t yo u 
where I want to ,” placed the w'eapo n against 
her right ear and fired. 
The bullet went 
thro ugh her brain. 
Then lie tu rned the pis­ 
to l upo n himself and sent a sho t into his 
right temple. 
Husband and wife fell to the 
fio o r to gether. Mrs. Allen liv ed fo r so me time 
in an 
unco nscio us 
state, and 
physicians 
were able to reliev e the pain o f her last 
mo ments. 
The m u rderer died in a few 
minutes. 
There was a panic in the scho o l 
ro o m which qu ickly spread to o ther parts o f 
the building and in tiie ru sh sev eral children 
were thro wn do wn and tram pled upo n. 
This wo man sho uld no t hav e been retained 
in the scho o l, if fo r no o ther reaso n than that 
she liv ed in m o m entary fear o f harm fro m 
her wo rthless husband. 
The scho o l bo ard 
had an additio nal reaso n in the fact that the 
wages paid to her went fo r m any years to 
his suppo rt. 
W hile charity might hav e do ne 
much 
with 
ample 
justificatio n 
to aid 
her, there sho uld Ik: no such charity in a 
scho o l bo ard as wo uld be likely to inv ite a 
tragedy like this. 
If he had been a capable 
and kindly man, w o rthy o f her lo v e and d o 
v o tio n, the Bo ard wo uld nev er hav e realized 
the necessity o f retaining her, fo r he wo uld 
hav e earned her suppo rt. 
One such ease as 
this o ught to establish the rule in the scho o ls 
o f W ashingto n that the fem ale teacher sho uld 
no t remain after m arriage. 
There will l>e 
o ther tragedies, tho u gh perhaps less blo o dy 
and fatal, if the indulgence is co ntinued. 


AN EXTRA S ES S ION. 


It is regarded as v ery pro bable that the Go v erno r 
will call the Legislature to gether in extra sessio n. 
New Yo rk’s need o f additio nal rapid transit is im­ 
perativ e, and an effo rt will be made to satisfy it 
The Legislature neglected to pass a bill fo r the 
enumeratio n o f the inhabitants o f the state, and it is 
tho ught that Go v erno r Hill will also call its attentio n 
to this o missio n.—Utica Ob server. 
The Ob server is a Clev eland o rgan, and 
hence we are no t surprised to find it putting 
fo rward a suggestio n w hich, if acted upo n, 
wo uld do the Go v erno r irretriev able damage. 
The Go v erno r kno ws that the Legislature 
will pass neither a rapid transit no r an enu 
meratio n bill. 
The fo rm er was a scheme to 
giv e Tam m any irrespo nsible po wer o v er o ne 
o f the mo st im po rtant interests o f the city, 
and w o uld hav e made Mayo r Grant a bo ss 
as auto cratic as Tweed. 
The Legislature 
tho ro ughly understo o d this when it defeated 
the G rant hill, and it will no t no w enact the 
iniquito us measure when no better reaso n is 
furnished than the G o v erno r’s anxiety. 
Co n­ 
cerning an enum eratio n he has experienced so 
many rebukes that he kno ws it to be ho pe 
less. 
All the party capital that was to be 
made o ut o f it he made last summer, when he 
reco mmended the measure to the special ses­ 
sio n that he had called fo r ano ther purpo se. 
The peo ple sustained the Legislature in its 
refusal to no tice the reco m m endatio n by in 
creasing the Republican m ajo rity in the As 
sembly. 
Kno wing that these measures canno t 
pnsscd. we canno t believ e the Go v erno r will 
be so fo o lhardy as to call the Legislature 
back. 
He wo uld perhaps be glad to giv e the 
Republicans as m uch anno yance as po ssible 
hut the same anno yance wo uld be inflicted 
upo n Demo cratic members also . 
Besides, 
special sessio n wo uld co st the state at least 
$10,000. 
The appro priatio ns are eno rmo us 
already, and the Go v erno r wo uld be v ery un 
wise to add to the burdens o f the peo ple ju st 
fo r the sake o f hav ing a little “ fu n” with the 
160 members and 40 o r 50 o fficers who make­ 
up the Legislature. 
The Go v erno r’s next thirty days can 
mo re pro fitably spent in scanning the appro 
priatio ns. He will pro bably try to strengthen 
himself w ith the peo ple by cu tting o ut a few 
hundred tho usands.

THE INCREASE OF TAXES. 


It is unpleasant to find that any work of a 
Hepubliean legislature calls for explanations 
and apologies. 
And yet a state tax of $12,- 
600,000 is so unusual and such a reminder of 
the ways of Democrats in the times when 
they held sway, that several newspapers have 
undertaken an explanation. 
The Allmny 
Journal tackled the tnsk Thursday afternoon, 
a few hours before the members hnd de­ 
parted. 
It found that of the increase over 
last year of $3,469,751.47, about $2,025,000 
could be honestly accounted for, the remain­ 
ing $1,500,000 " is not to be explained so 
readily.” 
It says “ there has been altogether 
a general inclination to allow slight increases 
here and there along the line'” This explana­ 
tion was made on Thursday. 
Yesterday, 
when the mein lier* had all left town, the 
Journal opened more savagely, in an article 
headed “ legislative Corruption." In this it 
charges that “ the buying and selling of men" 
has 
bren 
carried 
on 
at 
a 
terrible 
rnte, and 
that this 
evil 
Is 
increasing 
yearly. 
“ It 
has 
been 
asserted," 
re­ 
marks 
the Journal, “ that Assemblymen 
could be had for the asking at $200 or less, 
and even some Senators required but a 
slightly higher figure.” And it is informed 
that “ these assertions can be corroborated by 
the most incontrovertible evidence.” 
The 
Journal is very severe in its characterization 
of these performances. 
It spcuksnf the “ de­ 
generation of public morals,” of the state of 
New York as the most debauched among the 
states in its moral seuse, aud declares that 
" Albanv too, suffering from a horde of 
thieves in its city administration, is compelled 
to bear the odium of a disgusting Legisla 
lure.” 
We turn from this fearful arraignment, by 
n paper published on the ground with the ex­ 
pectation of facing next winter some of the 
members whom it denounces, to the milder 
strictures of the New York Tribune. 
That 
paper tries to throw some of the blame upon 
the lA’gi'laturc of I*** and Gov. Hill. 
We 
learn thnt that 
legislature had a 
bal­ 
ance 
of 
$*90,000 in 
the 
Treasury to 
draw 
upon, 
that 
it 
tried 
to 
make a record for economy on account of the 
approaching Presidential election, anti for 
this reason avoided some expenditures that 
were necessary, and that Gov. Hill, anxious 
also to make a good record, cut out some of 
I hest- economical appropriations. 
One of the 
important items was the slate prison appro 
priation of $1,200,000, which was withheld 
lest rear and had to be allow ed this year. 
It 
recalls the fact that in 1h82 the slate taxes 
under Gov. Cornell amounted to $0,820,122. 
and that the next year under Gov. Cleveland 
they jumped up to $9,&14.H36, and remarks 
that “ it Merna to lie the fate of an econom­ 
ical Legislature to la* succeeded by nn extrav­ 
agant one ” 
But this is assuming that what 
was extravagance in 1888 was economy in 
1888, for the taxes in the latter year were 
$9 .0N9.304. or within a few thousand dollars 
of 18*3. 
The economy that keeps on raising 
the state taxes more rapidly than the cor|s» 
ration and other special taxes are increased 
will have to make a (letter explanation than 
this to the hard-headed farmers who (my (lie 
bills and do the voting. 
The Sun’t correspondent, who was once 
arraigned for telling too much truth and then 
dropped hy his tormentors like a hot potato, 
turns his calcium light also upon the mys­ 
tery. 
He says that many of the anpropria 
lions were due to the anxiety of the Appro 
priations Committee, headed by Mr. Ains 
worth, to secure the adoption of their w hite­ 
washing report upon the ceiling investig 
lion. 
Originally, a majority of the mem 
hers favored the Fish report, which severely 
condemned the contractors and proposed their 
prosecution 
But many Assemblymen, as is 
always Hic case, were interested in billa that 
called for money, and these men had to go 
la-fore Ainsworth and ask him to put their 
appropriations iu his bill. 
In some cases Mr. 
Ainsworth consented; and in others he did 
not. Says the 8un'$correspondent (and this is 
a very grave accusation): “ Whether a man's 
appropriation went in depended a good deal 
upon whether he was in favor of vindicating 
Mr. Ainsworth and ids fellow members of 
the Committee on Appropriations.” |The 
fat t exists that Mr. Ainsworth, Chairman 
of 
the 
Appropriations 
Committee, 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
63 
votes 
in favor of his ceiling report, and abo the 
other fact that the increase of taxation is 
about $3,000,(100. 
Is it fair or otherwise to 
put these 
facta 
together? 
Perhaps Mr. 
Ainsworth and his committee w ill lie able to 
make a satisfactory explanation. 
The harshest accusation to lie brought 
against this Republican Legislature is that it 
has at ted too much as Democratic Legisla­ 
tures used to act. 
This will furnish no ex­ 
cuse for electing Democrats in place of Re 
publicans, for the Democratic minority has 
had its full share in the extravagance, but 
makes it tho duty of 
Republican* 
to 
elect new members in the place of those who 
are proved to have been wasteful or dishon 
est. 
We expect Gov. Hill to rise to the full 
height of his opportunity, and thnt his vetoes 
of appropriations will cut away several hun 
dred thousands. 
But this will bring no im 
mediate relief, because the tax rate is fixed 
and must be collected. 
But he can leave a 
big surplus in the treasury, and this will en 
able the new Legislature to make taxes very 
light next year if an honest one is elected. 


A MARRIED SCHOOLMARMS FATE. 


There is a prejudice in many communities, 
which some regard as unjustifiable, against 
the employment of married women as teach 
era in the public schools. 
This explains why 
a young school ma'am always sends in her 
resignation a week or month before marriage, 
and why also it is generally accepted without 
protest, no matter how valuable her services 
may have been. 
The young man who has 
planned a marriage, on the contrary, never 
think* of resigning, neither doe* the Board 
of Education suggest the vacation of his po­ 
sition. 
He is expected to make a better and 
more attestive teacher in consequence, and 
all the more valuable because be has passed 
out of the calculations of the young lady pu­ 
pils. 
But an 
incident 
occurred 
in Wash 
i ag loo yesterday which furnishes a stronger 
reason than any yet presented for the exclu­ 
sion of married women from schools. 
Mrs. 
Barak E. Allen bad been kept in her position 
in the Jefferson public school notwithstand­ 
ing her marriage to a worthless fellow thir­ 


teen years ago, 
This husband she supported 
for years, hut of late his conduct had be­ 
come outrageously cruel, and she abandoned 
him. 
Then he was repeatedly scut to the 
workhouse for vagrancy, but on coming into 
possession of a few hundred dollars a short 
time ago he went on a prolonged spree. 
Yesterday afternoon after Mrs. Allen had 
dismissed the school, and while she was bid­ 
ding the pupils good bye, lier husband en 
tered the room very quietly and approached 
her desk, taking a revolver from his pocket 
in the presence of the children. 
As they 
showed fright lie silenced them by threaten­ 
ing to shoot. 
The doomed woman did not 
see him until he w as near enough to throw 
his arm around her neck. 
Drawing her close 
lo him, he exclaimed: “ Now I have got you 
w here I want to," placed the weapon against 
her right ear and fired. 
The bullet went 
through her brain. 
Then lie turned the pis 
tol upon himself and sent n shot into his 
right temple. 
Husband and w ife fell to the 
door together. Mrs. Allen lived for some time 
in an unconscious state, and 
physicians 
were able to relieve the pain of her last 
moments. 
The murderer died in a few 
minutes. 
There was a panic in the school 
room w hich quickly spread to other parts of 
the building and in the rush several children 
were thrown down and trampled upon. 
This woman should not have been retained 
in the school, if for no other reason than that 
she lived in momentary fear of harm from 
her worthless husband. 
The school tioard 
hnd an additional reason in the fact that the 
wnees paid to her went for many years to 
his support. 
While charity might have done 
much 
with 
ample 
justification to aid 
her, there should lie no such charity in a 
school board as would I k * likely to invite a 
tragedy like this. 
If he had been a capable 
and kindly’ man, worthy of her love and des 
votion, the Board would never have realized 
the necessity of retaining her, for he would 
have earned her support. 
One such case os 
this ought to establish the rule in the schools 
of Washington that the female teacher should 
not remain after marriage. 
There will lie 
other tragedies, though perhaps less bloody 
and fatal, if the indulgence is continued. 


AN KXTRA SESSION

will call th*-Legislature together in extra session. 
New York’n nerd of additional rapid transit ii Im

erative and sn effort will tie made to satisfy lr. 
he legislature neglected to pass a hill fur the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of Hie state, and it is 
thought Giat Governor Hill will also call its attention 
to this omission. — Utica ('harrier. 
The Obiter err is a Cleveland organ, anti 
hence we arc not surprised to find it putting 
forward a suggestion which, if acted upon, 
would do the Governor irretrievable damage 
The Governor knows that the Legislature 
will pass neither a rapid transit nor an enu­ 
meration bill. 
The former was a scheme to 
give Tammany irresponsible power over one 
of the most important interests of the city, 
and would have made Mayor Grant a Itoss 
as autocratic as Tweet!. 
The Legislature 
thoroughly aodcfalood this w hen it defeated 
the Grant bill, and it wilt not now enact the 
iniquitous measure w hen no ladler reason is 
furnished than the Governor's anxiety. 
Con­ 
cerning an enumeration he bas experienced so 
many rebukes that be knows it to Ik* hope 
less. 
All Hie party capital that was to lie 
made out of it he made last summer, when he 
recommended the measure to the special ses­ 
sion that he bad culled for another purpose. 
The people sustained the legislature in its 
refusal to notice the recommendation by in 
creasing the Republican majority in the As 
sembly. 
Knowing that these measures cannot be 
passed, we cannot Ixlieve the Governor will 
be so foolhardy as to call the Legislature 
back. 
He would porting Ik* glad to give the 
Republicans as much annoyance as possible, 
but the same annoyance would lie inflicted 
upon Democratic mcmliers nlso. 
Beside, a 
special session would cost the state at least 
$16,000. 
The appropriations are enormous 
already, anil the Governor would Ik* very un­ 
wise to add to tbe burdens of the profile just 
for the sake of having a little “ fun" with the 
160 members and 40 or 50 officers w ho make 
up the Legislature. 
The Governor’s next thirty days can la 
more profitably spent in scanning the appro 
priations. He w ill probably try to strengthen 
himself w ith the |M*ople by cutting out a few 
hundred thousands.

THE INCREASE OF TAXES. 
It is unpleasant to find that any work of a 
Republican legislature calls for explanations 
and apologies. And yet a state tax of $12,- 
600,000 is so unusual and such a reminder of 
the ways of Democrats in the times when 
they held sway, that several newspapers have 
undertaken an explanation. 
The Albany 
Journal tackled the task Thursday afternoon, 
a few hours before the members had de­ 
parted. It found that of the increase over 
last year of $3,469,751.47, about $2,025,000 
could be honestly accounted for, the remain­ 
ing $1,500,000 “ is not to be explained so 
readily.” It says ‘‘there has been altogether 
a general inclination to allow slight increases 
here and there along the line!-’ This explana 
tion was made on Thursday. Yesterday, 
when the mem tiers had all left town, the 
Journal opened more savagely, in an article 
headed “ legislative Corruption.” In this it 
charges that “the buying and selling of men" 
has been carried on 
at a terrible 
rate, and that this evil is increasing 
yearly. 
“ It has been 
asserted,” re 
marks the Journal, “ that Assemblymen 
could be had for the asking at $200 or leas, 
and even some Senators required but 
slightly higher figure.” And it is informed 
that “ these assertions can be corroborated by 
the most incontrovertible evidence.” The 
Journal is very severe in its characterization 
of these performances. It speaks of the “ de 
generation of public morals,” of the state of 
New York as the most debauched among the 
states in its moral sense, and declares that 
“ Albany too, suffering from a horde of 
thieves in its city administration, is compelled 
to bear the odium of a disgusting Legisla 
ture.” 
We turn from this fearful arraignment, by 
a paper published on the ground with the ex­ 
pectation of facing next winter some of the 
members whom it denounces, to the milder 
strictures of the New York Tribune. That 
paper tries to throw some of the blame upon 
the Legislature of 1888 and Gov. Hill. We 
learn that that Legislature had a bal­ 
ance of 
$890,000 in the Treasury to 
draw 
upon, 
that 
it 
tried 
to 
make a record for economy on account of the 
approaching Presidential election, and for 
this reason avoided some expenditures that 
were necessary, and that Gov. Hill, anxious 
also to make a good record, cut out some of 
these economical appropriations. One of the 
important items was the slate prison appro­ 
priation of $1,200,000, which was withheld 
last year and had to be allowed this year. It 
recalls the fact that in 1882 the state taxes 
under Gov. Cornell amounted to $6,820,122, 
and that the next year under Gov. Cleveland 
they jumped up to $9,334.836, and remarks 
that “ it seems to lie the fate of an econom 
ical Legislature to lie succeeded by an cxtrav 
agant one.” But this is assuming that what 
was extravagance in 1883 was economy 
1888, for the taxes in the latter year were 
$9.089,304. or within a few thousand dollars 
of 1883. The economy that keeps on raising 
the state taxes more rapidly than the corpo­ 
ration and other special taxes are increased 
will have to make a lietter explanation than 
this to the hard-headed farmers who pay the 
bills and do the voting. 
The Sun’s correspondent, who was once 
arraigned for telling too much truth and then 
dropped by his tormentors like a hot potato, 
turns his calcium light also upon the mys­ 
tery. He says that many of the aDpropria 
tions .were due to the anxiety of the Appro 
priations Committee, headed by Mr. Ains 
worth, to secure the adoption of their white­ 
washing report upon the ceiling investiga 
tion. Originally, a majority of the mem 
hers favored the Fish report, which severely 
condemned the contractors and proposed their 
prosecution. But many Assemblymen, as is 
always the case1, were interested in bills that 
called for money, and these men had to go 
before Ainsworth and ask him to put their 
appropriations in his bill. In some cases Mr. 
Ainsworth consented; and in others he did 
not. Says the Sun’s correspondent (and this is 
n very grave accusation): “ W hether a man’s 
appropriation went in depended a good deal 
upon whether he was in favor of vindicating 
Mr. Ainsworth and his fellow members of 
the Committee on Appropriations.” ¡The 
fact exists that Mr. Ainsworth, Chairman 
of 
the 
Appropriations 
Committee, 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
63 
votes 
in favor of his ceiling report, and also the 
other fact that the increase of taxation is 
about $3,600,000. Is it fair or otherwise to 
put these facts together? Perhaps Mr. 
Ainsworth and his committee will lie able to 
make a satisfactory explanation. 
The harshest accusation to be brought 
against this Republican Legislature is that it 
has acted too much as Democratic Legisla­ 
tures used to act. This will furnish no ex­ 
cuse for electing Democrats in place of Re­ 
publicans, for the Democratic minority has 
had its full share in the extravagance, but 
makes it the duty of Republicans to 
elect new members in the place of those who 
are proved to have been wasteful or dishon 
cst. We expect Gov. Hill to rise to the full 
height of his opportunity, and that his vetoes 
of appropriations will cut away several hun­ 
dred thousands. But this will bring no im­ 
mediate relief, because the tax rate is fixed 
and must be collected. But he can leave a 
big surplus in the treasury, and this will en­ 
able the new Legislature to make taxes very 
light next year if an honest one is elected.

Then he turned the pis­ 
tol upon himself and sent a shot into his 
right temple. Husband and wife fell to the 
floor together. Mrs. Allen lived for some time 
in an unconscious state, and physicians 
were able to relieve the pain of her last 
moments. The murderer died in a few 
minutes. There w as a panic in the school 
room which quickly spread to other parts of 
the building and in the rush several children 
were thrown down and trampled upon. 
This woman should not have been retained 
in the school, if for no other reason thau that 
she lived in momentary fear of harm from 
her worthless husband. The school board 
had an additional reason in the fact that the 
wages paid to her went for many years to 
his support. While charity might have done 
much 
with ample justification to aid 
her, there should lie no such charity in 
school board as would be likely to invite 
tragedy like this. If he had been a capable 
and kindly man, worthy of her love and de** 
votion, the Board would never have realized 
the necessity of retaining her, for he would 
have earned her support. One such case as 
this ought to establish the rule in the schools 
of Washington that the female teacher should 
not remain after marriage. 
There will lie 
other tragedies, though perhaps less bloody 
and fatal, if the indulgence is continued.

AN EXTRA SESSION. 
Il la regarded as very probable that the Governor 
will call the Legislature together In extra session. 
New York’s need of additional rapid transit is im­ 
perative, and an effort will be made to satisfy it. 
The Legislature neglected to pass a bill for the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the state, and it is 
thought that Governor Hill will also call its attention 
to this omission.— Utica Observer. 
The Observer is a Cleveland organ, and 
hence we are not surprised to find it puttinj 
forward a suggestion which, if acted upon, 
would do the Governor irretrievable damage. 
The Governor knows that the Legislature 
will pass neither a rapid transit nor an enu­ 
meration bill. The former was a scheme to 
give Tammany irresponsible power over one 
of the most important interests of the city, 
and would have made Mayor Grant a boss 
autocratic as Tweed. The Legislature 
thoroughly understoixl this when it defeated 
the Grant bill, and it will not now enact the 
iniquitous measure w hen no better reason is 
furnished than the Governor’s anxiety. Con­ 
cerning an enumeration he lias experienced so 
many rebukes that he knows it to lie hope 
less. All the party capital that was to he 
made out of it he made last summer, when ho 
recommended the measure to the special ses­ 
sion that he had called for another purpose. 
The people sustained the Legislature in its 
refusal to notice the recommendation by in 
creasing the Republican majority iu the As­ 
sembly. 
Knowing that these measures cannot be 
passed, we cannot believe the Governor will 
be so foolhardy as to call the Legislature 
back. He would perhaps be glad to give the 
Republicans as much annoyance as possible, 
hut the same annoyance would he inflicted 
upon Democratic members also. Besides, a 
special session would cost the state at least 
$10,000. The appropriations are enormous 
already, and the Governor would he very un­ 
wise to add to the burdens of the people just 
for the sake of having a little “fun” with the 
160 members and 40 or 50 officers who make 
up the Legislature. 
The Governor’s next thirty days can he 
more profitably spent in scanning the appro­ 
priations. lie will probably try to strengthen 
himself witli the people by cutting out a few 
hundred thousands.

Riv erside Driv e and its env iro nments hav e

C a terin g to th e C ultiv a te« ! a n d th e I n te lli­ 
g en t a nd to th e Ig n o r a u t a nd th e V lclona . 
Charles R. Miller, o f the New- Yo rk Timet, 
in an address at Darm o uth Co llege, o ne day 
this week, said : 
I am conv inced that the shortest way to reform 
the newspapers fs to push on to a prompt conclu­ 
sion the reg eneration of man. If those newspapers 
that are least scrupulous as to the kind of matter 
they print are seen to be the m jst widely circulated, 
that is a proof that the class in the community 
which has lax taste in respect to its reading is the 
most numerous class. It is an easy matter in any 
larg e city to g iv e larg e circulation to a new-paper. 
YTou hav e merely to dismiss all scruples, all taste, 
alt decency ; print alt the scandals that a larg e ana 
activ e corps of detectiv e reporters can unearth; let 
y our pag es reek of crime and foulness and cheap 
sensationB, 
and 
so 
long as the Society for 
the Prev ention of Crime keeps its hands oft. the 
bounding circulation of y our newspaper will keep 
y our nffldav lt-maker at the full stretch of his pow 
ere. Not many y ears ag o a newspaper was founded 
in New-York: upon a nov el and ing enious theory . 
"I am conv inced,” said Its founder and editor, 
“ that there are fools enoug h tn this City to support 
handsomely a newspaper carefully edited to their 
tastes 
and 
capacities.” He 
made 
the 
v en­ 
ture, 
and 
found 
readily 
that 
“ hand­ 
some support ” 
which 
he 
had 
so 
shrewdly 
foreseen, and for which he so skillfully catered. 
When we add to the number of “ fools” the much 
g reater number of persons of morbid or positiv ely 
v icious tastes, not all of whom by any means are 
poor in estate or low in social position, we g et a 
pretty formidable total, Insomuch that those publi­ 
cations which appeal more directly bv their eharc- 
ter and cleanliness to the thoug htful, wholesome- 
minded part of the community hav e considerably 
less than half the whole field for their domain. No 
doubt this Is a deplorable state of thing s.

deserving, but “ tim e flies, death urges,” and 
we must consigtWour dead to tile grnve. and 
perhaps to oblivion! 
I beard an Anecdote 
about Sheridan a day or two ago, tjullc wor­ 
thy- of repetition, and which lias ne vet- before 
appeared in print. 
During his Inst illness 
his physician was rem onstrating with him 
in regard to a certain rule

pursuing,

especially detrimental to his health.

physician asserted “ the coats of your stomach 
will be destroyed if you continue to pursue 
this course.” 
The retort was reckless and

"then it will have lo go in its shirt sleeves.” 
Mrs. Sheridan still lives in the Isautiful 
house in W ashington presented to the Gen­ 
eral by ndm irirtjjfriends in 8t. Louis. 
She

Beaverkiil, w inding throug h rich, g reen pas­ 
tures. with hanks fring ed with bushes, and its 
deep pools, presents m any features of those 
stream s Izaak W alton wrote about. 
Nestling 
amid the mountains, this valley is sheltered 
from cold winds, and spring comes earlier 
than along other trout stream s of the Cats­ 
kills. 
The air is novr redolent w ith the per­ 
fume of early blossoms and floweis. 
It is a 
favorite resort for birds. 
They revel in song . 
W hen the ang ler in the early m orning strolls 
along the velvety banks of the Beaverkiil, 
they flit, above him and pour forth their m el­ 
odies as if welcoming him with their song s. 
It is indeed a charm ing spot. 
The stream is 
well tilled with fish. 
The w ater is clear us 
crystal, and the trout can he seen lying in 
platoons iu lim pid pools, w ith their noses up 
the stream.

drew it as near as I could from memory. The 
Justice took it and called to his son, who was 
plow ing in a tielci. 
T he son took the horse 
f rom the plow, threw a sheep skin on the an ­ 
im al, and. after having been given minute d i­ 
rections how to summon the jury, started off 
•horseback. 
.Several hours elapsed before the 
ju ro rs appeared. 
When they presented them- 
.selves to die Court, they one and all supposed 
ihgyjhad been arrested for some crime and 
w ete anxious to know what ttiV-V were 
charged with. 
Explanations were in order. 
They were finally drawn in Ihe case. 
It was 
then 0 o'clock, and the Jurors wanted to go to 
supper. 
Not one taf them lived less than a 
m ile away. 
’O, no,’ said the 'Squire, ‘I 
have had so much trouble to get you here 
now i menu to keep you.’ 
W e lawyers tried 
the case, finishing about tl o'clock at night. 
My summing up was the greatest effort of my 
life. 
The jurors were placed in a bedroom 
to deliberate. 
A sworn constable sat in a 
chair at the door. 
The lawyers were invited 
into the kitchen to drink eider, eat apples, 
and play Old ¡sledge. 
In the course of an 
hour or so Í got sleepy and I said to the 
'.Squire: ‘Maybe you better ask the jurors 
liow near they are to agreeing.’ 
The ’Squire 
w ent to the door anil found the officer snor­ 
in g with his chair against the door. 
He 
shook him up and told him to open the door. 
T he constable threw the door wide open and 
we all looked in. 
The bed was considerably 
rum pled, a chair was overturned and the 
window raised. 
Not a man was in the room. 
H aving g-owu tired deliberating they had 
jum ped out of the window and gone home. 
The next morning I went home too. 
I never 
heard how mv case was decided.” 
The wording of the 
specifications for 
sewers for the First W ard is said to be cre­ 
ating comment. 
Exception is taken to the 
article entitled “ Home Labor,” which is in 
compliance with a resolution of the Common 
Council. 
It reads as follows: “ It is under­ 
stood and herein expressed that none except 
citizens of the United States, resident of the 
State of New-York, be employed on sewers 
or other City work, and that the unemployed 
laborers of the City of Kingston be first em ­ 
ployed.”

sim ilar opinions. Others claim that the clause 
would not lie binding. 
In respect to the 
« lause that none but citizens oi the United 
States he employed, the contractors, asa gen­ 
eral rule, who have spoken about the m atter, 
make no objectiou. 
Contractors here have 
claimed that the work of laying pipe and ad 
justing it to the proper grades requires men 
who have experience in this line of work, 
and inasmuch as contractors will he held 
sponsible for the stability of the work in the 
First W ard they must necessarily employ cer 
tain skilled workmen.

Correspondence from 
Congressman Stivers, of M iddletown, also 
failed to reaeli Mr. Inderlied. 
Suspicion 
arose that W inter was suppressing letters 
from W ashington and Congressman Stivers, 
also those sent by the new appointee. 
It 
was only by the use of plain envelopes, ad­ 
dressed in a disguised hand to other parties, that 
Mr. liiflerlied could obtain any information, 
and his second bond was mailed at another 
Post-Office, some miles from Cochecton. His 
commission as Postmaster was mailed from 
Washington on May 8, but lie did not receive 
it until yesterday. 
Special Agent Stewart of 
the PostOffice Inspectors D epartm ent, ap- 
peared*on the scene and W inters soon con­ 
fessed. 
In the tatter’s pockets were found 
Mr. Indcrlied’s commission and letters from 
Congressman Stivers and the Post-Office De­ 
partment, alt addressed to Inderlied.

It 
is rare indeed that an angler is not successful 
on a Catskill Mountain stream at that time in 
the day. 
The reason that City fishermen at 
times have such lack of succe#» is that tit 
go Up on the mOruhig tráín, reach tile fishing 
groffiid after ttie sun is high in ttie heavens, 
and leave the stream in the afternoon on their 
return home.

Take tbe hook in tlie right baud, between the 
fiüger and thum b, the worm in the left hand 
between the finger and thum b, insert the 
point of the hook near the head ot tlie W’oim 
and run it along its bodv until the whole of 
tlie hook is concealed, and also a very sho 
portion of the gut. 
Care should tie taken not 
lo expose any part of the book, aud reniein 
her that n w orm disfigured or dead should not 
be kept on the hook. 
Di'op it gently iii the 
water up-stream anti allow it to tloat to your 
feet, then take it out and gently recast it, un 
til you tiook your fish.” In a former article in 
T h e F r e e m a n it was stated that fly-fishing 
could not t>e taught theoretically. 
A hint 
however, mav tie ot use to the novice. 
A famous fishenr.au has given the follow­ 
ing advice: “ Make your first trial with 
short line, gradually Increasing the length as 
you become more proficient. 
First wet the 
cast in tlie water to take out tlie tuH s, then 
taking the rod in the rigtit hand, jtist above 
the reel, wave it gently backwards towards 
the left ot right shoulder—both ways should 
ho practiced—until tlie line is well stretched 
out behind, then bring it back, describing 
somewhat of a circle tn tlie air with the point 
of the rod, switch it rapidly forward, cli ck­ 
ing the motion before it tiecomes horizon.al. 
This ought to pilch the Hue straight out over 
the water, and the motion being suddenly—

suddonly—checked,

Ttiis latter

you may jerk vour flies off.

practice/iun make you perfect in fly-fishing. 
A single day in tliu company of an expert 
will teach you moré than the most diligent 
reading. 
\Yhen the flies are on ihe w ater let 
them float down stream, keeping tlie line on 
the stretcl), and im parting to it a quivering 
kind of motion, so as to aid th? deceptive ftp 
pearnnce of the flies. 
A djm ple on ttie water 
and a galvanic twitch will warn you of a 
rise, at which strike with a sharp jerk of tbe 
wiist upwards. 
If hooked keep an even 
and 
steady 
strain 
cm 
the 
f^h, 
letting 
go no more line than is necessnry. 
Wind 
up slowly, and if possible, walk backwards 
until your fish is landed. 
If small, it may 
bn whipped out at once, but if large a land­ 
ing net will be advisable. 
W here possible, 
have tlie sun in your face and the wind at 
your back: but if you cannot have this, avoid 
at all events, letting your shadow fall across 
the water, tor nothing frightens fish so m uch.” 
The head of the Rondout has been a 
favorite resort for artists and literary men.

Other city nieu own tracts of land in that 
vicinity. 
Cottages and a club house have 
been built. 
The next trouting stream of any 
considerable importance is the Beavcrkitl. it 
has its source at tlie westerly base of the 
Overlook Mountain. 
It is fed by springs in 
Mink Hollow, and, as] a gurgling 
brook, 
courses through acres of low ground covered 
with stunted tree» and bunched saplings, 
gradually increases in size, broadens into 
a creek, meanders through meadow lands 
for several miles, then plunges down a strep 
incline, goes roaring through DeVall’s Hoi 
low, aud unites with the Esopus at Mount 
Pleasant. 
To reaeli it an angler can take an 
Ulster & Delaware Railroad train to Mount 
Pleasant, 24 miles from the Hudson River, 
and ride from thence on a buckboard wagon, 
through a most picturesque region, until lie 
reaches the Valley of Little Shandaken; orb 
can drive from Kingston to W est Hurley, 
thence to Woodstock, to Bcarsvillc, and 
strike the stream near its upper end. 
The 
finest trout fishing in the Beaverkill is in 
Little Shandaken. 
Little Shandaken is an 
“ am phitheatre among tlie hills.” 
There the 
Beaverkill, winding through rich, green pas 
lures, w ith banks fringed with bushes, and its 
deep pools, presents many features of those 
streams Izaak Walton wrote about. Nestling 
amid tlie mountains, this valley is sheltered 
from cold winds, and spring comes earlier 
than along other trout streams of the Cats 
kills. 
The air is nor,- redolent w ith the per 
fume of early blossoms and flowers. 
It is 
favorite resort for birds. 
They revel in song 
When the angler in the early m orning strolls 
along the velvety banks of the Beaverkill 
they Hit above him and pour forth their inel 
odies as if welcoming him w ith their songs 
It is indeed a charm ing spot. 
The stream is 
well filled with fish. 
The w ater is clear as 
crystal, and the trout can lie seen ly in 
platoons in limpid pools, with their noses up 
the stream . 
For fly-fishing it cannot he sur 
passed. 
Owing to its open banks the fly cau 
lie throw n as far as the angler cares to try his 
skill. 
He m ust be •autious, how ever,.and 
■tand out of sight of the fish, or his efforts 
will not be rewarded with success.

Another good place in the Creek is at Abbey’s 
dock, wliere striped bass and eels arc now 
being caught—with shad eggs, herring eggs and 
clams for bass and almost any kind of bait for 
eels. 
Later in the season bass will bite on 
mackerel. 
There is a place in Wilbur where 
bass and Delaware chub can be caught, 
also very large cattish. The water is deep and 
tlje sbofe ropey.

Nehr the point of Puivis’ lsl:nid a nirin caii 
have a good day’s sport. 
Y'ellow perch aud 
sun-fish predominate there. Inside the Island, 
near Stokes’, pickerel and trout have been 
caught..

ville is ii great fishing ground. 
Under the 
bridge and ucar the dam can tie seen fisher­ 
men every day in tlie week when there are fish 
to be caught. 
Black bass, yellow perch, 
sun-fish and rock bass is the class of_ fish to 
he found there. 
The bait most universally 
used is small frogs, trec-toads and dobsons. 
The best bait of them all, however, is a thin 
slice of pork. 
The assertion that shad can 
be caught with bait on a tly book is all non­ 
sense, although I have seen shad caught on a 
hook. 
It was by accident. 
The shad ran 
into the hooks and hooked themselves.”

Black bass consider n thin slice 
of salt pork a delicious morsel, although they 
bite readily on live bait. 
A wriggling worm

A snapping-turtle is a great ad 
m irer of veal and mackerel. 
The Binne 
waters are inhabited with about the snme 
kind of fish that the Esopus Pond is.

wav to catch pickerel—and with which I have 
ha«l m uch success in the Binnewaters—is 
with

piece of board w ith a small hole in the ecu 
ter, in which ia a stick 12 inches in length 
The top of the stick protrudes four inches 
above the float and eiglit inches under it. The 
line goes under the float w ith a loop, and 
coroes over the top about two or two and a 
half inches. 
T he float is allowed to float 
around the pond. 
W hen a pickerel makes a 
fast acquaintance w ith a hook the float turns 
over. 
Pickerel are a queer fish, and a man 
must, understand certain things to catch them 
A pickerel in its natural element lies In about 
half the depth of the w ater. 
If the water be 
about eight feet In depth, the hook should 
not be allowed to sink further down than 
three or three and a half feet, as a pickerel 
always com es up for bait.

The bait used was slmd eggs.

Sullivan County, one da}’ this week, caught 
two trout that measured 16 inches, in length 
and four that were 15 inches in length.

six trout weighed when dressed eight and 
one half pounds.
